A Letter from a Gentleman in Sectland, to bis Friend at 
London, who defir'd a particular Account of the Bufinefs

STR, Edinb. April 20, 1692. 
He Account you defir’d of that ftrange and turprifing | 
Maffacre of Glenco, take as follows ; 

Mac-jan Macdonald, Laird. of Glenco, a Branch of 
the Macdonalds, one of the greatelt Clans, or Trives, in 
the North of Scotland, came with the mott confiderable 
Men of his Clan to Colonel Hill, Governor of Fort) | 
William at Inverlochy, fome few: Days before the expie | 
ring of the Time for. receiving the. Indemnity appointed: | 
by Proclamation, which, as I take it, was the Firttof. | 
January laft, intrcating he would adm‘niller unto him | 
the Oaths which the forefaid Proclamation required to | 
be taken, that fo. fubmirting himicif to the Government, | 
he might have its Protection, The Colonel received him | 
with all Expreffions of Kindnefs; neverthelefs thifted the 
adminiftring the Oaths tohim, alledging, that by the Pro- | 
Clamation it didnot belong to him, but to the Sheriffs, 
Bailiffs of Regalities, and Sisaliencs of Burghs, to ad- | 
minifter them. | Mac-jan complaining, that by this Dif- | 
appointment he might be wrong’d, the Time being now 
near the expiring, and the Weather fo extreme, and the 
Ways fo very bad, that it was not poffible for him fo

foon to reach any Sheriff, &c. got fromJColone! H'U, 
under his Hand, his Protection; and withal he was affo- 
red, that no Orders from the Government againit hi 
se! in Execution, until he firth were advert's’d 

and ime allowed him to apply himftif to King or 
Council for his own Safety. But the better to make alf 
fure, (though this might have feem’d Security enough for 
that Time) with all Difpatch imaginable he pofted{to In- 
verary, the chief Town of Argylethire, where he found 
Sir Colin Campbel of Ardkinglafs, Sheriff of that Shire, 
and craved of him the Benefit of the Indemnity, ‘accord- 
ing to the Proclamation, he being willing to perform all 
the Conditions required. Sir Colin at firft {crupled to 
admit hin tothe Oa.hs, the Time which the Proclamati- 
on did appoint being elapfed by one Day, alledging it 
would he of no ufe to him then to take them: But Mac- 


| janreprefented that it was‘not his Fault, he having come 


in time enough to Colonel Hill, not doubting bat he 
could have adminiftred the Oaths to him, and that upon 
his Refufal he had made fach Hafte to Inverary, that he 
m‘ght have come ia time enough, had not the Extremity 
of the Weather hinder’d him; and even as it was, he was 
but one‘ Day after the Time appointed ; and that it would 
be very unbecoming the Government to take Advantage 
of aMan’s coming late by one Day, efpecially when he 
had done his utmoft to have come intime. Upon this, 
and his threatening to proteft againft the Sheriff, for the 
Severity of this Ufage, he adminiftred to him and his 
Attendants the Oaths, Mac-jan depending upon the Ine 
demnity granted tu thofe who thould take them; and ha- 
ving’ fo done, he went home, and lived quietly and 
pereney under the Government, till the Day of his 
cath. 

In January 1aft,-a Party of the Earl of Argyle’s Re- 
gimment came to that Country ; the Defign of their coim- 
nig was thea fufpected to be, to take Courft with thofe 
who fhould -ftind out, and not fubmit, and take the 
Oaths. The Garrifon of Inverlochy beirg thronged, 
and Glenco being commodious for quattering, as being 
near that Garrifon, thofe Soldiers were fent thither to 
quarter; they pretended they came to exa& Arrears of 
Cefs and Hearth-money, (a Tax never known in Scot- 
land, until laid on by the Parliament 1690, after the Par- 
liament of England had eafed themfelves of it.) E’re 
they entred'Glenco, that Laird, or his Sons, came out 
to Meet them, and asked them if they camé as Friends 
or as Enemies? The Officers anfwered, as Friends ; and 
gave their Parole of Honour, that they would do neither 
him, nor his Concens any Harm; upon which he wel- 
comed them, promifing them the beft Entertainment the 


Place could afford. his he really performed, as all > 


the Soldiers confefs. He and they lived together in mu- 
tual Kindnefs and Friendthip fifteen Days, or thereabouts; 








fo far was he from fearing any Hurt from them. And 
the v ry lait Day of his L fe he fpent in keeping Compa- 
ny with thé Commander of that Party, Captain Camp- 
bell of G eulyon, playing at Cards with him till fix or 
fev 1 at Night, ana at their Parting mutual Proteftations 
©: i ndnefs were renewed. Some time that very Day, 
Lut whether before, or after Part'ng, 1 know not, Cap- 
tau Campbell had thefé Orders fent him from Major 
Duncanfun, a Copy whereof I here fend you. 
Ballachylis, Feb. 12. 1692. 
SIR 


YOU are hereby ordered to fall upon the Rebels, the 
“4 Macdonilds of Glenco, and put all to the Sword 
under feventy. You are to have efpecial Care, that the 
old Fox and his Sons do upon no Account efcape your 
Hands. You are to fecure all the Avenues, that no Man 
efcape. This youare to put in Execution at five o’Clock 
in the Morning precifely, and by that time, or very fhort- 
ly after it, I will ftrive to be at you with a ftronger Par- 
ty; if Ido not come to you at five, you are not to tarry 
for me, but to fall on. This is by the King’s fpecial 
Command, for the Good and Safety of the Country, that 
thefe Mifcreants may be cut off, Root and Branch. Sce 
that this be put in Execution, without Feud or Favour, 
elfe you may expeét to be treated, as not true tothe King 
or Government, nor a Man fit to carry a Commiffion 
in the King’s Service. Expe@ing you will not fail in 
the fulfilling hereof, as you love yourfelt, I fubfcribe 
thefe with my Hand,

Duncanfon had received Orders from Lieutenant Co- 
Jonel Hamilton, which were as follows, 
aie Ballachylis, Feb. 12.

ER fecond to the Commanders in chief, and my Co- 
Jonel’s Orders to me, tor putting in Execution the 
Service commanded againft the Rebels iuGlenco, where- 
in you, with the Party of the Earl of Argyle’s Regiment 
onder your Command are to be concerned: You are 
therefore forthwith to order your Affairs fo, as that the 
feveral Pofts already afligned by you, be by you and your 
feveral Detachments fallen in Action with, precifely by 
five o’Clock To-morrow Morning, being Saturday; at 
which time ] will endeavour the fame with thofe appoin- 
ted from this Regiment for the other Places. It will be 
moft neceffary you fecure thofe Avenues on the South 
fide, that the old Fox, nor none of his Cubs get away. 
The Orders are, that none be {pared from feventy of the 
Sword, nor the Government troubled with Prifuners. 
This is all untill fe you. From 
Your humble Servant. 
James Hamilton. 
Pleafe to ordes a Guard to fecure the Ferry, and the 
Boats there; and the Boats mutt be all on this Side 
the Fenty, after your Men are over. 
ur their Majefties Service, for Major Robert Dun- 
caufon of the Earl of Argyle’s Regiment. 
THE Soldiers being difpofed five or three in a Houfe, 
according to the Number of the Family they were 
to afftlinate, had their Orders given them fecretly. They 











had been all received as Friends by thofe poor People, 
who intending no Evil themfelves, little fufpected that 
their Guelts were defigned to be their Murderers. At 
five o’Clock in the Morning they began their bloody 
Work, furprized and butchered thirty eight Perfous, who 
had kindly received them under theirRoots. Mac-jan him- 
felf was nurdered, and is much bemoaned ; he was a 
ftately well favoured Man, and of good Courage and 
Senfe: As alfo the Laird Archintrikin, a Gentleman of 
more than ordinary Judgment and Underftanding, who 
had fubmitted to the Government, and had Col. Hill’s 
Protection in his Pocket, which he had gorthree Munths 
before. I cannot without Horror reprefent how that a 
Boy about eight Years of Age was murdered ; he feeing 
what was done to others in the Houfe with him, ina 
terrible Fright run out of the Houle, and efpying Capt. 
Caimpbell, grafped him about the Legs, crying for Mer- 
cy, and offering to be his Servant all his Life. I am. in- 
formed Capt. Campbell} inclined to {pare him; but one 
Drummond, an Officer, barbarouily run his Dagger 
through him, whereof he died immediately. The Re- 
heartal of feveral Particulars and Circumftances of this, 
tragical Story, makes it appear moft doleful; as that 
Mac-jan was killed as he was drawing on his Breeches, 
ftanding before his Bed, and giving Orders to his Ser- 
vants tor the good Entertainment of thofe who murdered 
him; while he was {peaking the Words, he was fhot 
through the Head, and fell dead in his Lady’s Arms, who 
through the Grief of this and other bad Ufages the met 
with, died the next Day. It is net to be omitted, that 
mott of thofe poor People were killed when they were 
afleep, and none was allowed to pray to God for Mer- 
cy. Providence ordered it fo, that that Night was moft* 
boifteious; foasa Party of four huadred Men, who 
fhould have come to the other End of the Glen, and be- 
gun the like Work there at the fame Hour, (intending 
thatthe poor Inhabitants fhould be cnclofed, and none of 
them efcape) could not march that length, until it was. 
nine o’Clock, and this afforded to many an Opportuni- 
ty of efcaping, and none were killed but thofe in whofe 
Houfes Campbell and Glenlyon’s Men were quartered, 
otherwife all the Maks under fevcuty Years of Age, ta 
the Number of two hundred had been cut off, for that 
was the Order; and it might have been eafily executed, 
efpecially confidering th:t the Inhabitants had no Arms, 
at that Time ; for upon the firft hearing that the Soldiers 
were coming to the Glcn, they had conveyed them alk 
out of the Way: For though they relied on the Promifes. 
which were made them for their Safety ; yet they 
thought it not improbable that they might be dif- 
armed. I know not whether toimpute itto Difficulty in 
oe the Difference of a few Years, or to the 
Fury of the Soldiers, who being once glutted with Blood, 
ftand at nothing, that even fome above 70 Years of Age 
were deftroyed. They fet all the Houfes on Fire, drove 
off all the Cattle tothe Garrifon of Inverlochy, viz. 900. 
Cows, 200 Horfes, and a great many Sheep and Goats, 
and there they were divided amongft the Officers. 
And how difmal may you imagine the Cale of 
the poor Women and Children was then! It was. 
lamentable paft Expreffion ; their Husbands and 
Fathers and near Relations were forced to fice for 
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them, and their Houfts being burnt, and not one Houfe 
nearer than fix Miles ; and to get thither, they were 
to pafs over Mountains and Wreaths of Snow, ina ve- 
hement Storm, wherein the greateft Part of them perifhed 
through Hunger and Cold. It fills me with Horror to 
think of poor ftript Children and Women, fome with 
Child, and fume giving Suck, wreftling againfta Storm, | 
in Mountains and Heaps of Snow, and at length to be | 
overcome, and give over, and fall down and dy m:- 
ferably. 

You fee in Hamilton’s Order to Duncanfon, there’s 
afpecial Caution, “ That the Old Fox nor none of his 
“ Cubs fhould efcape ;” and in Duncanfon’s Order to 
Capt. Campbell of Glenlyon, ‘* That the Old Fox nor 
“ none of his Sonsefcape.” But notwithftanding all this 
wicked Caution, it pleafed God that the two young 
Gentlemen, Mac-yan’s Sons efcaped. Tor it happened 
that the younger of thefe Gentlemen truited little tothe 
fair Promifes of Campbell, and had a more watchful 
Fye over him than his F ather or Brother, who fuffered 
themfelves by his reiterated Oaths to be deluded into a 
Belief of his Integrity : He having a {trong Impreffion on 
his Spirit, that fome mifchievous Detign was hidden un- 
der Cainpbell’s {pecious Pretences, it made him, after 
the reft were in Bed, remain in a retired Corner, where 
he had an advantageous Pro(peét into their Guard. About 
Midnight, perceiving feveral Soldiers to enter it, this en- 
created his Jealoufy ; fo he went and communicated his 
Fearsto his Brother, who could not for a long Time be 
perfuaded there was any bad Defign againft them, and af- 
ferted, That what he had {ven was not a doubling their 
Guards in order to any ill Defign, but that being ina 
ftrange Place, and at a Diftauce from the Garrifon, they 
were to fend out Sentinels from tie Guard, and becaufe | 
of the Extremity of the Weather, relieved them often, and | 
that the Men he faw could be no more thanthefe. Yet | 
he perfifting to fay, That they were not fo fecure but that ) 
it was fitto acquaint their Father with what he had feen; 
He prevailed with his Brother to rife, and go with him 
t6 his Father, who lay ina Room contiguous to that 
they were iv. Though what the young-r Son alledged 
made no great Imprefiion on his Father, yet he allowed 
his Sons to try what they could difcover. They well 
knowing all skulking Places there, went and hid them- 
felves near to a Sentinel’s Poft, where, inftead of one, 
they difcovered eight or ten Men; this made them more 
inquifitive, fo they crept as near as they could without 
being difcovered, fo near that they could hear one fay to 
his Fellows, “ That he liked not this Work, and that 
“ had he known of it, he wouid have been very unwil- 
“- ling to have come there; but that none, except their 
“ Commanders knew of it till within a Quarter of an 
“Hour.” The Soldier added, Thathe was willing to 
fight againft the Men of the Glen, but it was bafe to 
murder them. But to all this was anfwered, “ All the 
‘* Blame be on fuch as gave the Orders; we are free,be- 
“ing bound to obey our Officers.” Upon hearing of 





thefe Words, the young Gentlemen retired as quickly » 


and as quietly as they could towards.the Houfe, to in- 
form their Father of what they had heard ; but as they: 
caine nigh to it, they perceived it furrounded, and heard 





their Lives; they themfelves almoft ftript,and nothing left , Gunsdifcharged, and the People fhrieking ; whereupon, 





being unarmed,iand totally uuable to refcue their Father, 
they preferved their own Lives, in Hopes yet to ferve 
their King and Country, and fee Jultice done upon thofe 
Hell-hounds, treacherous Murderers, the Shame of their 
Country, and Difgrace of Mankind. 

I mutt not forget to tell you, That there were two of 
thefe Officers who had given their Farole of Honovr to 
Mac-jan; who refuled to be concerned in that brutal 
Tragedy, for whichthey were {ent Prifoners to Glafgow, 
where if they remain not ftill, I am fure they were tome 
Weeks ago. 

Thus, Sir, in Obedience to your Commands, I have 
fent you fuch Account as | could get of that monftreus 
and moft inhumane Mailacre of the Laird of G!enco, and 
othersathis Clan. You defire fume Proofs of the ‘Truth 
of this Story; for you fay there are many in England 
who cannot believe fuch a Thing could be done, and 
pablick Juftice notexecuted upon the Ruffians: For they 
take it for?granted, that no fuch Order could be given by 
the Government; and you fay, they will never believe it 
without a downright Demonftration. Sir, As to the 
Government, I will not.meddle with it; or whether thefe 
Officers who murder’d Glenco, had fuch Orders as they 
pretended from the Government; the Government 
knows that beft, and: how to vindicate their own Ho- 
nour, and punifh the Murderers, who pretended their’ 
Authority, and {till ftand upon it. But as to the Matter of 
Faét,of the Murder of Glenco,you may depend uponit as 
certain and undeniable. It would be thought as ftrange a 
Thing in Scotland for any Man to doubt of it, as of the 
Death of my Lord Dundee ; or with you, that the Duke: 
of Monmouth loft his Head. But to put you out of all- 
Doubt, you will e’re long have ny Lord Argyle’S Regi- 
ment with you in-London, and there you may {peak with: 
Glenlyon himfelf, with Drummond, and the reft of the: 
AéGors in that difimal Tragedy: And on.my Life there jis. 
never a one of them will deny it to you; for they know’ 
it is noturioufly. known all over Scotland, and it is an: 
Adimiration to us that there fhould be any one in Eng- 
land who makes the leatt Doubt of it ay, Glenlyom 
is fo far from denying it, that he brags. of it, and juttifies 
the A@ion publickly : He faid in the Royal: Cottee-houfe- 
in Edinburgh, * That he would doit again; nay, thar 
* he would ftab any. Man in Scotland or in England, 
* without asking the Caufe, if the KING gave him OR-
